NATIVE PRINTING IN CHINA. 
Our.réaders may’ recollect’ that wo not 
long since expressed our opinion that the- 


introduction of native journalism. into 
China would. prove one of the inost 
powerful agents, in the enlightenment and 

’ civilization of the people, to which at- 
tention could he twmed, ~ At the. timo 
of writing we were quite’ unaware that 
a copnate idea hud occurred -to native 
officids, But. we-now learn that, very 
recently, application has, been made by a 
Chinese of -high literary: yank to ‘the 
foreign. Editor of a: Chinese newspaper 
at Shanghai: for- information ng to the 
details. of type-casting, : atereotyping, 
electrotyping, matrix-cutting, ete.,° with 
‘the avowed’ intention’ of attempting a 
reformation in the native style: of block-! 
cutting, We have good reason to believe 
"that bis intentione are bona ide, though it 
‘may well-happen that: circumstances will 
for some time prevent their development, 
‘It is almost impossible to over rate the 
“future importance of. an ‘undertaking: 
which must, slowly but surely, achieve a 


‘yast change in the literary habits of the’ 
-people. Despite the comparative rapidity” 


“of the block-cutter,- the use of moveable 


type, aided by the stereowyping process, 
‘would inevitably add to the diffusion of 
knowledge in imore: ways than one.. 
Amongst other gains’ the issue of native 
-works from’ native presses’ would: fami- 
liarize the Chinese eye with a typography 
which is necessarily less flowing (though 
cértainly more attractive) than ~ the 
“block” style; and many works now 
neglected by: Chineso. on account ‘of the 
“foreign ” appearanca they present at the- 
merest glance would be relieved from the 
prejudice’ which. exists against them 
on the part of intelligent, but sorely con- 
gervative, Chinese: The agents of. our
